Even some of the or- 
thodox or conservative show an in- 
clination to adopt, with more or less 
modification, the method much prae- 
ticed in Latin countries of attending 
church service at an early hour and 
devoting the rest of the day to ration 
al and innocent recreation. But that 
is a spirit not dissonant with sym- 
pathy with active work in the 
churches.

THE 


THE FUTURE OF AUSTRALIA, 


Central Part of the Great Island Is 
Practically Useless. 


| Anyone wko looks at the map of 
| Australia must be struck oy the un- 
| charted desolation of the great central 
area of the island ¢ ntinent The cities 
and the railroads constitute the mer- 
est marginal tringe of evidence of civ- 
ilization, and the rivers which would | 
offer possiblities of irrigation are con- 
spicuous by absence. Through the 
middle of the map, across the white 
| region marked “‘unexplored,” is a@ 
| dotted line representing the course of | 
the telegraph wires, that are the sole | 
links of the northern <nl scuthern | 
coasts. The country has never been 
crossed betwixt east and wes. 

At a recent meeting of the Royal 
Geographical Society, lrof. J. W. 
Gregory maintained that no system of 
| irrigation will ever be possible in the 
practically rainless interior of Aus- 
tralia, except along the banks of the | 
Darling and Murray Rivers. There 
are flowing wells in Queenstown and 
| New South Wales, but their supply is 
|ineconstant and inadequate. But in 
| western Australia the discovery of na | 
wide-spread subterranean deposit cf | 
fresh water makes it possible to pro- 
phecy with reason a great agricultural 
and pastoral future for that region. 

In Central Australia there will prob- 
ably never be any considerable settle- 
ment, except in the limited area of the 
mining fields. Recently discovered 
gold fields in the centre of the con- 
tinent are proving, as throughout the 
course of human history, a potent lure 
to bring the restless and feverish pros- 
pectors from the cities of the const. 
As Prof. Gregory pointed out, all the 
centres of population hitherto have 
been on the coast, and there is no in- 
land city with more than 50,000 in- 
habitants. It was thought that the 
little town ot Bourke, on the Darling 
River, would prove to be the Chicago 
of Australia, but the population, num- 
bering 2,600 in 1905, continues to 
dwindle, 

The artesian well may yet prove to 
be the salvation of interior Australia. 
Borings on the route of the proposed 
transcontinental railway in’ western 
Australia have shown the presence vf 
water 340 miles from Kalgoorile, and 
Sir John Forster is confident of find- 
ing a subterranean supply of water 
which may result in reclaiming to the 
use of civilized mankind some 30,000,- 
000 acres of what has hitherto been re- 
garded as one of the irredeemable 
Waste places of the earth.

It is so big that everyone can find | 
some phase of it that pleases him | 
and he is a mighty particular Imper- 
ialist who cannot find something in | 
the colonel’s Imperialism that suits | 
him. 

You can’t help liking the colonel in 
spite of his fiery enthusiasm, simply | 
because you know he believes and 
feels every word he says. You know | 
the colonel is honest, clear from his 
upstanding grey pompadour down to 
his polished brogans. Because of his 
obvious honesty in combination with 
his sizzling zeal, when Col. ‘George 
drops into London the War Office 
looks guilty, like a line of holiday 
celebrationists in the Toronto police 
court. When Col. George's clinking 
spurs and clanking sword come down 
the corridors of the War Office all the 
understrappers stand at attention and 
the heads of departments get madly 
busy. 

So, too, when Col. George invades 
Berlin there is consternation in the 
Reichstag and the Kaiser’s upstanding 
monstachios droop in dismay. 

It’s a dollar to a doughnut that 
when Col. Denison crossed the prairies | 
he made an estimate of the number 
of soldiers necessary to defend that 
grand and glorious wheat farm from 
the northern hordes of Eskimos, the 
eastern rabble of Toronto police cour 
habitues, the southern hosts of Amer- 
ican farmers heading for the Cana- 
dian prairies and the schools of sal- 
mon now ascending, Excelsior-like, 
the cool rivers of British Columbia. 

We are glad to see the fighting, 
strenuous colonel, and we thoroughly 
enjoy his discourses. And while we 
may not agree with his idea that Can- 
ada’s chief destiny is that of incuba 
tor-of-soldiers for the Empire, we 
nevertheless like to hear him talk. 


Record Land Prices. 

One of the most unimpeachable bits 
of testimony recently given respect- 
ing the worth of the Canadian Weat 
was that afforded by the results of the 
sales of school lands near Francis, 
Saskatchewan. Record prices were 
realized ; and the buyers, for the most 
part, were the farmers of the vicinity. 
The speculators were outbid by the 
men on the spot, who are already till- 
ing the soil, and who, from actual 
experience, know what it is worth to 
a man who combines ownership with 
experience and industry. 

These lands are set aside as aids to 
local education. They are held and 
administered by the Federal Govern- 
ment as trustees for the provincial ! 
authorities; and when they are sold 
the sum realized is held as an endow: | 
ment fund, the interest being paid to 
the Government of the province in 
which the lands are situated, to be 
used by it for the purposes of educa- 


| tion. 


At the Francis sale an average price 
of $17.17 per acre was received, the 
total amount of the sale being $504,- 
000. The farmers stepped in and in- 
creased their holdings by outbidding 


the speculators. Although the price 
seemed high the farmers knew that 
the land was worth it. They had 


| proved its value by the crops raised 


on similar land in the locality.
